KAISER DELAYED 
BY WIND AND FOG 


German Royal Party Forced to 
Anchor Off Sandown Bay, 
Isle of ‘Wight, on 
Way to England. 


VISIT BARES NAVAL ROW. 


Orders to Paint War Vessels in 
Honor of Prussian King 
Draws Forth Sarcasm 
from Commander.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Delayed by an ad- 
verse wind and heavy sea, the German im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern, which is bringing 
Emperor William, his consort, and party to 
visit England, ran into a fog bank off San- 
down bay, Isle of Wight, this evening, mak- 
ing it impossible to enter the bay, as had 
been planned. 

After waiting some time for the fog to lift, 
the Hohenzollern and the cruisers escorting 
the royal craft anchored for the night. The 
voyage will be resumed early in the morn- 
ing. 

It became known when the emperor left 
Germany that his confidence in British police 
is such that he is traveling, for the first time, 
without his usual bodyguard of detectives. 

An extraordinary incident has come to light 
in connection with the visit of the German 
emperor. It js related that at the conclusion 
of the recent maneuvers the channel fleet 
and the first cruiser squadron were or- 
dered by the admiralty to repaint, etc., in 
honor of the German emperor. 

Commander’s Contempt Rebuked. 

On receipt of this order Sir Percy Scott, 
commander of the cruiser squadron, sent the 
following signal to two of his vessels: 

“ Paint work appears to be more in de- 
mand than gunnery, so you would better 
come im in time to look pretty by the eighth 
instant.”’ 

Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, in a gen- 
eral order to the fleet repeating the instruc- 
tions to repaint, refers to the signal sent out 
by Sir Percy Scott as “contemptuous in 
tone and insubordinate in) character,”’ and 
orders Sir Percy to have it stricken from the 
signal log. 

Sir Percy Scott and the. members of his 
staff were summoned aboard Admiral] Beres- 
ford’s flagship last Friday and the admiral’s 
reprimand was read to them. The affair 
created consternation in the fleet, and there 
is @ probability that it will lead to the reaig- 
nation of Sir Percy. 

Sir Percy ‘Expert on Gunnery. | 

Rear Admiral Sir Percy Scott ie probably 


the best versed officer’ in gunnefy in’ ‘the | 
British navy. 


He is well known as the man 
who “saved Ladysmith’’ in 1890, because 
he devised a special carriage for 6 inch and 
4.7 inch guns from the cruiser Terrible, which 
he commanded at Durban, whereby these 
pieces were carried by rail into Ladysmith 
just before its investment by the Boera 

Sir Percy was noted in and about Durban, 
of which port he was made commandant, for 
his blunt and direct statements. 

Sir Percy commanded the gunnery sthool 
of the Rdyal navy in 1908-5, and he has been 
director of naval target practice. He was 
Naval A. D. C. to King Edward in 1908-5. 
He is the inventor of the night signal ap- 
paratus now in use in the British navy. 


Visit Elates British People. 

The attitude of the people of England to- 
ward the German ruler, however, is different 
from that assumed by the cruiser squadron 
commander, and the kaiser will be given the 
warmest of welcomes when he lands on Brit- 
ish soil tomorrow. 

Ever since the emperor's visit was an- 
nounéed the popular mind here has been wn- 
dergoing preparation for it. The average 
newspaper reading Britisher has been justi- 
fled to a certain extent in thinking that the 
kaiser is we to follow the precedent cre- 
ated by another emperor, Henry IV., who 
went to Canossa in 1077 and ate humble pie 
in order to make peace with Pope Greg- 
ory VII. 

Of course this idea hale not been phrased 
bluntly nor offensively, due regard being 
paid to courtesies by all Lendon papers, 
with one ‘80: iitary exception. But there has 
all along and everywhefe been apparent in 
newspaper comment on the Kaiser's visit 
the suggestion that his majesty has under- 
taken to swallow a pill that cannot help 
being bitter and hard to get down. 


See Kaiser’s Bow to “Inevitable.” 

‘*Has Emperor William been forced to ac- 
cept the inevitable?” has been the undertone 
of all the press comment, “ inevitable,” in 
this instance, being the substance and mean- 
ing of the Anglo-French entente cordiale. 

It was the Paris Temps which first empha- 
sized this view of the kaiser’s visit, and the 
manner in which the remarks of the Temps 
has beeh quoted in the English press has 
shown how pleasing this idea has been to the 
national pride of this country. 

The Temps spoke of the Anglo-French un- 
derstanding in extremely noteworthy and 
impressive terms. 

“The entente cordiale,”” it remarked, 
** which would be a formidable instrument in 
time of war, has only in view the mainte- 
nance of peace. This implies that those who 
form part of it rejoice at everything that has 
a tendency to pacify the international at- 
mosphere.’’ 

No suggestion that the entente is in the 
nature of a military alliance was ever before 
made in a quarter so authoritative and well 
informed, and the Temps’ remark has at- 
tracted wide attention.

RETURNS AS IF FROM GRAVE 


B. L. Chapman, Mourned as Dead, 
Seeking His Mother Here. 


RELATIVES ARE WELL TO DO. 


Former Singer in Chicago Church Now 
Teamster in Lumber Camp. 


Baker L. Chapman, formerly a tenor singer 
in St. Paul's Episcopal church, vainly sought 
for years and then mourned as dead by his 
relatives, now turns seeker, and has come to 
Chicago to get some ‘trace of his mother. 

This advertisement in yesterday's issue of 
THE TRIBUNE gave the clew to his wherea- 
bouts: 

PERSONAL—BAKER L. CHAPMAN CAN BE 
found at 4939 Indiana avenue. 

It led to the hall bedroom in the top flat of 
the building, and there the young man told 
an unusual story of how he lost track of his 
relatives. Chapman, who it was learned, 
held séveral responsible positions with well 
known Chicago houses in days past, says he is 
now a teamster in a lumber camp in the 
northern part of Michigan. His rough garb 
carries this statement out. Repeatedly he 
expressed anxiety to get a. clew to his mother. 

The young man stated that his brother, 
Gardner C. Chapman, was “‘ somewhere in 
New York,” and that his sister, Mrs. De Los 
Murphy, was the wife of a railroad man 
“somewhere in California.”” Murphy might 
have been a track walker or the president 
of the road for all he knew. 


Relatives Are Well to Do. 

From another source {t was learned that 
Mr. Murphy is one of the leading civil engt- 
neers for the Southern Pacific railroad and 
that Gardner C. Chapman quit a responsible 
position with Marshall Field & Co. several 
years ago to take a better position with a 
New York firm. 

Strangely enough, the young man forgot 
about Dr. M. J. Jones, 6408 Greenwood ave- 
nue, an old friend of the family, and when a 
reporter told him that Dr. Jones could prob- / 
ally tell him the address of his mother he 
refused to go, saying he would go tonight. 

The young man’s mother, Mrs. Florence E. 
Chapman, spends the summers with her son 
in New York and her winters with her daugh- 
ter in Grenada, on Half Moon bay, near San 
Francisco, and on her trips through the city 
visits at the Jones residence, 

Four weeks ago there appeared in Tue 
SUNDAY TRIBUNE a personal inquiring for 
"Baker. This was inserted by a Chicago man 
in behalf of the New York brother. When 
the mother was here, on Oct. 26, she, too, in- 
serted am advertisement and gave her ad- 
dress as the Jones residence. 

Missing for Twelve Years. 

“Twelve years ago.” Baker said, “ our 
family was divided. My sister went to Cali- 
fornia, my brother to New York, and I went 
to a lumber camp at Ludlow, Mich. My 
mother went east also. I had a letter giving 
her address, but lost it.

After I sobered up I began to think of 
my mother and then I could not stand it any 
longer, so with the remainder of the stuff I 
took from home and which I had stored in a 
south side hotel I went home last night.

BUSSE MAY SIGN 
PHONE ORDINANCE 


Action Expected Today in Spite 
of Public Massmeeting in 
Opposition to the 
Measure. 


FEARS ANOTHER FIGHT. 


Friends Say He Believes Veto 
Would Result in Long Drawn 
Tangle Similar to Trac- 
tion Situation. 


Mayor Busse will take final action today 
on the Chicago telephone ordinance. There 
was a growing belief on the part of those who 
discussed it with him yesterday that he 
would sign the measure without making any 
amendatory recommendations. 

The mayor indicated to his advisers that 
he would make the best of a bad bargain 
rather than take a chance of involving the | 
city in intricacies similar to those characte® 
iging the traction question. 

Public indignation againat the measure will 
be voiced emphatically today at a massmeet- 
ing at McVicker’s theater. The meeting will 
begin at 11:80 o'clock and last until 2 in the 
afternoon. 

Aldermen who voted against the 
because they believed the rights of the peo- 
ple were disregarded in favor of a powerful 
and grasping corporation will tell the people 
how they have been humbugged and be- 
trayed by their representatives in the coun- 
cil. At the conclusion of the meeting resolu- 
tions will be drafted asking Mayor Busse te 
veto the ordinance. 

The Telephone Users’ Protective league, 
which has arranged for this meeting, con- 
sists of twenty-two separate organizations 
and thousands of members. It hopes that 
the mayor will be influenced by their dem- 
onstration. , 

Mayor Fears Long Conflict. 

May’~ Busse, since going over the ordi- 
nance, has expressed some doubts about it. 
He would prefer a lower flat rate—say, $1004 
year. If possible, he would strengthen cer- 
tain sections of the ordinance, gtving the 
commissioner of public works more authority 
over the telephone company. 

The mayor, however, according to the best 
information, has reached the conclusion that 
the time has passed to make any change in 
the ordinance. He takes the position that if 
he should veto the measure and should inject 
any new . ‘ter into ft, any two aldermen 
could demand that it be returned to the ecom- 
mittee. It would take a two-thirds vote of 
the council to defeat such a motion. It is 
regarded as exceedingly doubtful—in view 
of the graft charges that have been made 
against the friends of the Chicago Telephone 
company in the 
thirds vote could ‘be mustered. 

To throw the question back to the commit- 
tee on gas, oil, and electric light, it is believed 
by the mayor, would result in a renewal of 
the whole telephone controversy, with a pros- 
pect that it would go on indefinitely, like the 
traction problem. 


Aldermen Take Different View. 


There are several aldermen who disagree 
with this position. 

“I should strongly favor referring the 
ordinance back to the committee,”’ said Ald. 
Uhlir. “It would be to the best interests 
of the telephone users to do so and remedy 
certain glaring defects. There would be ne 
need of keeping it in the committee for amy 
length of time. The necessary amendments 
could be perfected in weeks rather than 
months.”’ 

The mayor, his advisers say, realizes that 
signing the ordinance will not be the most 
popular action that he could take at this time. 
He recognizes that the great mass of voters 
of Chicago does not approve handingjover to 
a corporation such valuable special privileges 
without exacting a larger compensation for 
the city in the form of an increased percent- 
age of the receipts from telephone businese— 
either that or mucb more favorable rates for 
telephone users.

tions: 

“ The first question, that of jurisdiction of 
the federal government, will, in each in- 
stance, be the challenge of the opposition. 
Successful effort, therefore, must be along 
the lines of the least resistance, that is to 
say, in harmony with the principles of state 
rights and local government, as welbas the 
sentiments based upon these, even if ex- 
treme. 

“The new step advised by the Association 
of Attorneys General, slightly modified, will 
be in the right direction and will be approved 
by state rights men and federalists alike. 

“The association recommends that the 
right to hold stock in any other corporation 
should be denied to all interstate commerce 
corporations. 

“It seems to me that the purpose of this— 
namely: to compel the real owners of a cor- 
poration to do business in their own name— 
can be achieved by requiring the corpora- 
tion owning stock in another, and the cor- 
poration in which it owns stock, to list such 
owners and stockholdings respectively in 
uf Ses in the department of commerce, 

“Thus honest holding companies will be 
permitted, and yet protected against poset- 
ble assault of local taxation or other unjust- 
ly discriminating laws, just as national 
banks now are, while the public, in turn, will 
have knowledge of whom it ts dealing with 
and can protect itself. 

Bank Law Change Popular. 
. “ The change of state banks and trust com- 
panies to national banks, which can be ac- 
complished by a single amendment of the 
national banking act, will also be popular, 
and can be along state rights lines. 

“The proposed change is this: Give na- 
tional banks two additional powers and their 
consequences—viz. : 

“1. To accept and execute trusts, by com- 
plying with the general state laws on that 
subject wherever they exist and in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. : 

“2. To accept trust, savings, and time de- 
posits and to keep separate accounts of the 
total of these—making proper rules for no- 
tices of withdrawals—and allow as small a 
percentage of reserves as to these deposits, 
and also the making of solid bond and mort- 
gage and other savings bank investments of 
the funds so received. 

“Thus every national bank becomes the 
full competitor of state banks and trust com- 
panies, and soon the latter will be forced to 
become national banks.”’ 


Says “State Rights” Aid Needed. 


“Go at the general corporation problem in 
a similar manner. Enlist the state rights 
men on your side. Keep the subject of in- 
corporation and ordinary control local, a 
,state concern, make the local laws harmon- 

ize, if possible, by appointing a commission 
to investigate the entire subject. Get the 
best talent. Root, Choate, Dillon, Morawetz, 
Grosscup, and others of that type will be 
glad to serve for patriotic reasons and a 
reault will be achieved in the form of a 


suited to our dual government and varied 
conditions, just as it was in Germany in 
1870-75, in the enactment by Prussia and 
the other states of the empire which have 
served the purpose and stood the test of 
time. . 

“I am sending my paper, with a request 
for comments, to the members of the Ameri- 
can Bar association, and to the great ma- 
jority of names in the directory of direc- 
tors, thus reaching the thoughtful persons 
immediately in touch with the thing dis- 
cussed. The replies already received indicate 
an inteHigent, }generous, and critical inter. 
est, and no doubt good fruit in the shape 
of suggestions will reeult,”’ 


Will Advocate Helpful Laws. 


President Roosevelt in his first message to 
the Sixtieth congress, will lay stress on. the 
need of legislation to aid rather than hinder 
the commercial ard industrial development 
of the United States. 

Among other things he will advocate the 
enactment into Jaw of some plan of cur 
rency reform that will supply an adequate 
amount of money for. the growing needs of 
the business of the country, thus obviating 
the possibility of a recurrence of the state 
of affairs now creating so much concern in 
financial centers. 

The impression is growing among govern- 
ment officials who have given the subject 
deep study that the Sherman law is out.of 
joint with the times, that it is antagoniatie 
to the progressive spirit of the age, and that 
‘until it is repealed serious disturbances in 
commerce and trade are bound to follow 
wherever and whenever efforts are madé to 
enforce it. 

Shernian Law Under Fire. 

The Sherman anti-trust act declares iHegal 
every contract or combination in the form 
of a truBt or otherwise. Every person who 
makes any such contract or engages in any 
such combination or conspiracy is deemed 
guilty of misdemeanor and subject to both 
fine and imprisonment.

TO HOLD DELEGATE MEETING 


Issue of Small Certificates at Par Will 
Be Recommended. 


Organized labor of Chicago continues to 


cago banks to emerge safely from the.pres- 
ent financial stringency.. Although there 
was no meeting of the Federation of Labor 
yesterday, officers of the central body ‘said 
the labor unions have every confidence in 
the banks and that all complaints which had 
been received of inability to get:cash at the 
banks was rather a demand for a sound cir- 
culating medium of exchange than cash 
{tself. 

The labor unions are perfectly willing to 
let the banks keep in their vaults as much 
currency as they can obtain, if a convenient 
medium of circulation can be put forth to 
take its place. 

Following the action of the carpenters’ 
union in asking for a special meeting of the 
Federation of Labor to be called tonight for 
the purpose of canvassing the financial sit- 
uation, E. N. Nockels, secretary of the feder- 
ation, said the meeting would not be called, 
as the situation did not warrant it. He sug- 
gested, and the suggestion was made in the 
form of an invitation, that a delegate conven- 
tion be held in the federation headquarters 
this afternoon at 4 o'clock and that wherever 
possible the local unions should send their 
delegates. 

Will Hold Delegate Convention. 

The suggestion was adopted by a number of 
the local unions. The delegate convention 
will canvass the situation and prepare for 
action which may be brought up and con- 
sidered at the regular meeting of the feder- 
ation next Sunday. It will be recommended 
the Chicago Clearing House association issue 
clearing house certificates of small denom- 
inations, such as $1, $2, and $5, on the same 
basis of soundness as the present certificates 
of larger denominations are issued. Such a 
medium would be of par value, and to insure 
its réady circulation, David R. Forgan, pres- 
ident of the Chicago Association of Com- 


a circular letter to all members of the asso- 
ciation, asking them to accept the small cer- 
tificates in lieu of cash. 

It will be suggested also that employers 
who issue certificates in payment of wages 
go to places such as the smaller retail stores. 
where their workmen are in ‘the habit of 
cashing their pay checks, explain the sound- 
ness of the certificates to the proprietors, and 
ask thém to receive them as usual with pay 
checks. Such a system, labor leaders de- 
clare, would satisfy laboring men and put an 
end to the fidtation of so many checks and 
notes whose makers and indorsers are un- 
known, and hence the object of distrust or 
suspicion. 

Trainmen Elect a Delegate.

Joseph Viclene, 973 West Eighteenth street, 
killed early yesterday morning in a fight,on 
West Nineteenth street, was the victim of a 
saloonkeeper’s bullet instead of falling in 
battle with the police after a holdup, as wes 
at first supposed. 

John Fiala, a saloonkeeper at 808 Wést 
Nineteenth street, in front of whose place 
the fight occurred, was arrested and charged 
with shooting the 17 year old boy, though 
it is not certxin that he fired the fatal shot. 

Fiala was closing his saloon at 2 o’clock in 
the morning. He was counting the money in 
the cash register. The only other man inthe 
saloon was Louis Gurski, the saloonkeeper’s 
brother-in-law. ; : 


Crowd Looking for Trouble. 


Six young men of the district came swing- 
ing down the street looking for trouble. 
Most of the crowd were intoxicated. Be- 
sides Viclene there were Steve Wasniewski, 
John Nawiozki, Rufello Heyl, John Beecva, 
and Joseph Wacinski, all cf whom have been 
arrested many times. 

. The crowd stopped in front of Fiala’s place, 
picked up a bench standing outside, and 
threw it against the door, breaking the 
bench and shattering the glass in the door. 
One of the boys hurled a stone through the 
saloon window. Gurski ran out, and a fight 
began. Gureki knocked one of the boys into 
the street. Fiala ran to his assistance, with 


“his revolver in his hand. 


A knife was thrown, hitting the saloon- 
keeper in the breast, but not injuring. him. 
Fiala leveled his revolver at the crowd and 
fired. No one fell, and Fiala thought his 
bullet had not taken effect. 

Sergeant Malone and five detectives of the 
Hinman street station were a block away and 
heard the shot. They started on a run down 
the street, firing in the air as they saw the 
boys scatter, 


Boy Falls as He Runs. 

After running a few feet Viclene suddenly 
called to his comrades: 

“ Boys, I'm shot. Goon without me.” 

He fell on the sidewalk. When the police 
reached him they found him in a serious 
condition from a wound in the abdomen. 
They took him to the County hospital, and 
he died shortly after reaching there. 

The police arrested all of Viclene’s com- 
panions before the night was over. It was 
found that John Nawiozki had received a 
bullet wound in the left hip. 

Viclene had been arrested for burglary and 
disorderly conduct several times and had 
served terms in the John Worthy school and 
the house of correction.

“Gentleman Burglar” Identi-

CONVERSION HAS LIMITS. 
“anthony Kilty’s’’ Heart Seem- 
ingly Not Warmed Towards 
Woman He Abandoned. 


The “ gentleman burglar of Evanston "’ has 
been unmasked. ‘Anthony Kilty,”” who 
walked into the Desplaines street police 
station a few days ago and said he was the 
man who had robbed the residence of Levi 
Eliei, 824 Hinman avenue, Evanston, was 
identified yesterday as Arthur Kennedy, 
formerly residing at 44 Walnut street, a man 
who had abandoned his wife and sunk from 
a respectable barber into a drunkard and a 
cocaine fiend. 

So far as v<an be learned the “ change 
of heart’’ which he says he experienced 
while attending one of the Torrey revival 
meetings—a. conversion that led him to con- 
fess his crimes—hae not warmed his heart 
any toward the wife he deserted. It has 

not led him even to tell about it or to dt 
vulge his real neme. 

The identification of “Kilty” as a wife 
deserter instead of a courteous and knightly 
burglar, who was careful not to waken the 
babies, and left watch fobs behind for senti- 
mental reasons, was made by Louls Eck- 
stein, 238 West Division street, a barber 
who worked with Kennedy at one time. 
Eckstein appeared at the Desplaines street 
station in the afternoon and said he had 
recognized a newspaper picture of “ Kilty ” 
as his old friend Kennedy. 


Wife Doesn’t Want Him. | 

The picture was taken to Mrs. Kennedy, 
and she said it was the same man—no ques- 
tion of that. But she didn’t want to see 
him again. 

“I had him arrested and taken to the Har- 
rison street gourt on the charge of abandon- 
ment,”’ she said. ‘“‘He was paroled by the 
judge. He has been a worthless husband 


| for some time, and I can get along without 


him all right. I am surprised to hear that 
he is such a gentlemanly burglar, and that 
he has such a deep interest in religious 
matters.’’ ‘ 

Kennedy was taken to Evanston tn the aft- 
ernoon, and the Eliel case against him will 
be prosecuted there. Impressed by the pris- 
oner’s seeming penitence, Eliel has betrayed 
a kindly feeling toward him, said he would 
not prosecute him, and promised to get hima 
position. 

Kennedy denies he committed any of the 
other Evanston robberies and the murder 
of Frank H. Russell. The Evanston police 
questioned him closely on these points. Sev- 
eral robbery victims were called to the sta- 
tion, but all failed to identify the prisoner.

chances for electing a: United States senator 
and defeating Gov. Beckham are brighter.

Amundsen bared his head and bowed in rev- 
erence, the example being followed by every 
man present.

** Your achievements on behalf of science are 
such as will make your name live forever.”’

Women’s Trade Union Label 
League Extends Friendly Hand. 


APPEAL IS MADE TO OTHERS. 


Striking Clerks in Milwaukee Avenue 
*  §tore to Have Counsel. 


* Chicago women are not doing as much as 
they should for the immigrant girls and wom- 
en who come to Chic@go,'’ said Mrs. Harriet 
M. Van der Vaart yesterday at a meeting of 
the Women’s Trade Union Label league in 
Hull House. 

** These girls come to Chicago with the idea 
of working and of gaining a better living than 
they have known," the speaker went on. 
“They look upon a Wage of $8 a week as 
munificent, compared with their wage in their 
own countries. But they fail to appreciate 
the difference in the etandard of living in 
América and Europe. This league should do 
something for them and we have made a good 
start. We have madearrangements with the 
officials at Ellis island to have them forward 
to us the names of all immigrant women 
whose destination is Chicago. Then commit- 
tees of investigation will seek them out and 
learn where and under what conditions they 
live and work. 


League Assists Immigrants. 


“We have tried the plan, and of the 500 
immigrant women who have come to Chicago 
within the last five weeks only 116 could not 
be found. We have investigated the railroad 
stations where these women come in and 
have found that they often are mistreated 
and sometimes robbed. We need more wom- 
en to take up the work and make such things 
stop. We need women for employment com- 
mittees to look up positions where these 
women can find decent work, and we need 
other committees to go among them and 
get them to join working women’s clubs and 
organizations. Chicago women must rouse 
themselves to these great needs.”’ 


¢ + Will Aid Girl Strikers. 


Mise Mary McDowell spoke of the girl 
clerks formerly employed by L. Mankowitz, 
912 “Milwaukee avenue, who struck for three 
nights’ closing last week and six of whom 
were arrested subsequently at the instance 
of Manager Kastil on Thursday for breaking 
a showcase.

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GUN QUARANTINE IN ILLINOIS) 


Armed Deputies May Actin Small- 
pox Epidemic at Oblong. 


REPORT STIRS STATE BOARD. 


Town So Enthused Over Oil Diseover- 
ies It Pays No Heed to Health. 


Springfield, Ill., Nov. 10.~—[{Special.)]—Tha 
epidemic of smallpox may result in the dis- 
placement of the village authorities of Ob- 
long, Crawford county, by an armed force 
of deputy sheriffs, who will enforce the quar- 
antine at the point of shotguns. The town 
algo may be cut off from the remainder of 
the state if immediate compliance the 
rules of the state board of health are not 
made, 

In answer to appeals for help, Secretary J. 
A. Egan of the state board of health today 
dispatched a message to Dr. John Wirt, pres- 
ident of the village board of Oblong, declar- 
ing the board would take charge of the situa- 
tion unless the village authorities promptly 
enforced the quarantine. 


Epidemic Starts in School. 

Last week information was sent to the getate 
board of health that amallpox existed there, 
and Dr. E. F. Baker of the state board was 
gent to investigate. He found unfavorable 
conditions. The epidemic, it appeared, start- 
ed in the primary school and spread rapidly. 
Fifty cases were reported last Wednesday, 
but,] enthused over the daily oll discoveries, 
the population: paid little heed to the con- 
tagion. 

When Dr. Baker arrived he found even the 
villagé authorities loath to take action, be- 
cause of the attitude of residents, who re- 
fused to submit to quarantine. Sanitary con- 
ditions were bad. Many persons lived in 
tents, there is no sewerage system, and breed- 
ing places of the disease are everywhere. 
On his return Dr. Baker reported to the 
board that many persons with smallpox ‘erup- 
tions on their faces were mingling with ex- 
cited oil seekers. Scarcely had this report 
been Made, when telegrams were received 
signed ‘‘ Citizens’’: im: which appeals were 
made for help to énforve the quarantine 


Oil Discovery More Absorbing. 

Oblong is a small station on the Illinois 
Central railroad in the western part of Craw- 
ford county, which borders on Indiana. In 
1900 the population of the village was but 
758, mow it is in the neighborhood of 2,500, 
many living in tefits. The town is excited 
over the discovery of oil in the territory sur- 
rounding Robinson, the county seat, and 
this seemed to concern the people more than 
the epidemic. 


PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION 
HITS A PROPOSED MERGER. 


New York Body Rules That Lockport 
, Deal Must Not Raise Rates or Issue 
More than $700,000 in Stock. 


Albany, N. Y.,. Nov. 10.—The New York 
state public service commission in the Second 
district made public tonight a decision which 
sets forth its attitude toward competition in 
publie service facilities within a city. The 
decision also applies tou what it regards as at- 
tempts to evade the law on inflation or 

‘watering’’ of securities in the merger of 
public service corporations. 

The decision relates to the proposed pur- 
chase by a new corporation, the Lockport 
Light, Heat and Power company, of the 
Lockport Gas and Electric company and the 
Economy Fuel company. The new company 
desired to issue stock and bonds amounting 
to $1,200,000 and is forbidden to issue more 
than $700,000.

Mrs. Julia Wyman, Once with 
Melba, Ends Life in New York. 


FORMER HOME EVANSTON. 


Had Separated from Her Husband; 
Two of Her Daughters in Europe. 


New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.]—The body 
of Mrs. Julle Wyman, formerly an opera 
singer, and said to have been the former 
wife of Walter C. Wyman of Chicago, was 
found dead in her apartments in Lexing- 
ton avenue today. She had been shot, and 
a note sent to her daughter nate that she in- 
tended suicide. 

Thie was the second violent ca in the 
family within the month, Edward F. Wy- 
man, a brother of Walter, having fallen from 
the gangplank of the battleshfp Louisiana 
on Nov. 4 and received injuries from which 
he died The brothers were members of 
the Wyman Bros, Coal company of Ohicago. 

Mrs. Wytnan separated from her husband 
several years ago. At this time she took her 
daughters from the family home in Evans- 
ton, Ill., brought them to New York, and was 
taken aboard of an outgoing French steamer 
by a launch which was in waiting in the 
North river. Thus she eluded detectives em- 
ployed by her husband. 

The daughters were placed in a convent in 
France. Mrs. Wyman sang with Melba at 
the Waldorf-Astoria ten years ago and was 
famed as en oratorio soloist throughout this 
country.

Forees Was Own Taetics, 
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ROME. Nov. 10.—General munigipal elec- 
tions were held today, and the anti-clericals 
are said to have gained their greatest victory 
since the fall of the church from temporal! 
power. ey 

Only municipal offices were filled, but the 
elections’ importance extended all through 
Italy. The contest came as a conclusion to 
the anti-clerical campaign, which hed its be- 
ginning practically with the present pen- 
tificate, for the clericals were then allowed 
for the first time to participate in the political 
life of the country. 

There was a reactionary movement among 
the anti-clerical element. Some of them 
gwung ovef from the conservatives to the so- 
clalists, and the municipal elections in Rome 
were chosen as a battlefield. 


Olericals Leave the Fight. 

Defeat being inevitable, the clericals, for 
the first time since 1870, withdrew from the 
field and, as a result, the anti-clerical victory 
was complete and without precedent. 

The vatican organs maintain that the ab- 
stention of the clerical voters was nothing 
more than a matter of tactics. ~

DEAD IN TURKESTAN QUAKE 
"NOW FOOT UP AT LEAST 14,000 


Town of Karatagh Completely De- 
stroyed—Many Villages Wrecked in 
District. of Denausk. 


ST. PETHRSBURG, Nov. 10.—The first 
direct reports from the scene of the great 
earthquake at Karatagh, Russian Turkestan, 
about three weeks ago, reached this city to- 
day from,a correspondent who accompanied 
the relief expedition sent in from Jamarkan. 
Telegraphing under date of Nov. 9, the cor- 
respondent says: 

‘The town of Karatagh was completely 
destroyed. The victims num@er about 4,000 
in Karatagh and about 10,000 in the adjoin- 
ing district of Denausk. All the villages in 
the vicinity were wrecked. 

“It is probable that there are hundreds 
more dead in these villages, but investiga- 
tion is only now determining the approximate 
number.”’ 

Flee Before Quake Landslide. 

BARCELONA, Nov. 10.—An_ earthquake 
today caused a serious landslide close to the 
village of Valcombre, the population of 
which fled. 


SERIOUS ISSUE FOR CONGRESS 
OVER JAPANESE EXCLUSION. 


Pacific Coast Still Insistent as to Legis- 
lation—Gravity of Problem Is Shown 
by Official Policy. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—[Special ]— 
Political observers in Washington believe 
the demand to be made at the coming ses- 
sion of congress for exclusion of the Japa- 
nese will prove to be one of the most seri- 
ous problems with which the administration 
and republican leaders in both houses will 
have to deal this winter. That the president 
and his advisers are keenly apprehensive as 
to the situation is shown bythe refusal of 
the department of commerce and labor to 
discuss Japanese immigration and the deter- 
mination of Secretary Straus to suppress 
pudlication of bulletins showing the volume 
of Japanese immigration. The Pacific coast 
states are insistent that Japanese shall be 
excluded from American sojl, and the dele- 
gations in congress from those states will 


wrge legislation. 


COCA COLA ALLOWED IN ARMY. 


Analysis by Government Shows That 
Drink Contains Little Alcohol 
and No Cocaine 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—[Special.]}— 

The war department has issued orders per- 
mitting the sale of coca cola in the canteens 
of the army. ’ 
“Some time ago, upon the recommendation 
of the surgeon general, the sale was forbid- 
den on the grounds that the beverage con- 
tained an excessive amount of alcohol and 
also some cocaine. 

The proprietors of coca cola protested to 
the war department and Secretary Taft re- 
ferred the matter to the chemist of the de- 
partment of agriculture. The analysis re- 
turned showed there was no cocaine and 
comparatively little alcoho] in the drink. 
On this the renewal of sales was authorized.

MANILA, Nov. 10.—A feature of the visit 
of Secretary Taft to Manila was the pres- 
ence of Aguinaldo at several of the recep- 
tions, for the first time since his capture. 
Discussing the probable results of the visit 
of Secretary Taft to Manila he said: 

*** Tt is my belief that the benefits to follow 
the visit to the Phtippines will be greater 
than can be recognized at the present time. 
I am at present unable to form an opinion 
offhand of the possible future advantages 
but am confident that it has done good. The 
inauguration of the assembly has gone a 
long way to cement the relationship of my 
people with the people of the United States. 


Pleased with Assembly Work. 


“As ‘a fulfillment of a solemn promise, 
which many expected would not be fulfilled, 
the secretary of war did not bring inde- 
pendence for my people in his pocket, but 
he brought the means of attaining it. He 
told us how we can get it. . The Filipinos 
are thankful for the information and pleased 
at what the assembly has done, especially 
in the interests of legislation, education, and 
egriculture.”’ 

President of the Assembly Osmena con- 
sidere that the most important result of the 
visit has been the harmonizing of the feeling 
between the Americans and the Filipinos. 
He is confident that much more has been 
accomplished than appeared on the surface. 

Commissioner Tavera states that Taft has 
demonstrated that the promises of the United 
States are to be fulfilled. 


England Wants Visit from Taft. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—If Secretary Taft does 
not visit England on his way home from the 
east it will be a keen disappointment to his 
many admirers in the British isles. When 
the itinerary of his around the world trip 
was published in London shortly after his 
departure for Japan, and it was noticed that 
he planned te visit Berlin and St. Petersburg, 
but that he was not going to stop in either 
Paris or London, steps were taken to induce 
the secretary to come here for a day or two 
at least to meet some of the leading public 
men. In this cage Mr. Taft would, of course, 
be received by King Edward. 

Washington was advised through the 
usual official channels that Mr. Taft's visit 
here would be agreeable, and there is still 
some hope, In spite of the fact that the secre- 
tary has written that he is hurrying home 
to prepare his report for the opening of con- 
gress, that he will visit England.

$375,000 TO FEED CREWS. 


War Department’s Report to Con- 
gress Will Ask for Millions 
for Defense of Coast. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—Every detail 
in the preparations.for the sailing of the bat- 
tleship fleet to_the Pacific ocean is now well 
in hand, and by Dec. 16, the date on which 
the vesséls will pass out of Hampton Roads 
in review before President Roosevelt, mem- 
bers of his cabinet, ang high officers of the 
navy, all arrangem for the comfort of 
the men en route will have been completed. 

At all of the navy yards the work of mak- 
ing necessary repairs is being pushed, and will 
be completed by Deo. 1. Provistons are be- 
ing stored aboard the vessels, and their coal 
bunkers are being filled to their capacity. 
On recommendation of Admiral Evans, four 
anchors will be carried by each vessel, s0 
as to be ready for any emergency. 


$375,000 for Provisioning Fleet. 

The cost of provisioning the fleet is esti- 
mated at about $375,000, contemplating the 
feeding of a force of 15,000 men for 100 days. 
Only this week contracts were awarded for 
head cheese, Frankfurter. and other sau- 
sages, and veal. 

Incidental to the visit of the fleet to the 
Pacific coast, the navy department is making 
arrangements to obtain a place for small- 
arm firing there, so as to give the men an 
opportunity for experience in that direction. 

It may be that improvised targets will be 
established at Magdalena bay, where there is 
to be considerable target practice, but the 
preference is to secure land for the establish- 
ment of ranges to accommodate 2,000 men a 
day, as at Guantanamo. 


Taft Will Ask for Millions. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—The annual 
report of Secretary Taft, to be submitted to 
congress in December, will contain estimates 
aggregating $5,525,920 for construction and 
other work in the coast artillery service dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1908. This construction 
work is to provide in part for shelter for the 
coast artillery troops authorized by the act 
of Jan. 25 last, for which it is necessary to 
erect thirty-six company barracks, six band 
barracks, 178 set of officers’ quarters, and 
218 sets of noncommissioned staff ofticers’ 
quarters. By the legislation of the last con- 
gress the coast artillery received an increase 
of forty-four companies, with a correspond- 
ing number of officers,

CLEARING HOUSE CHECKS. 

In order to facilitate ordinary business 
transactions and to afford relief in the 
present emergency, the banks of Chicago 
are expecting to issue some time this 
week clearing house checks; The banks 
will do this both because of the demand 
for such relief by merchants, manufactur- 
ers, and transportation companies, and be- 
cause such action will conserve the cash 
in the banks while furnishing a medium 
of exchange that will be readily accepted. 
The checks are to be issued in denomina- 
tions of $2, $5, and $10. If the demand 
is sufficiently large denominations of $1 
may be issued. 

These checks wilt be as good an instru- 
ment of credit as any bank can draw, 
They will be secured by assets in the 
form of bonds set apart by each bank 
from its resources and held. under the 
jurisdiction of the Clearing House asso- 
ciation. The value of the securities ‘s 
passed upon by the clearing house com- 
mittee, which consists of five members 
and represents the associated banks of 
Chicago. There will be behind each check 
33 per cent of value more than the 
amount of its face. It will be seep, there- 
fore, that the security is more than ample. 
The person receiving such a check may 
also be assured that he has the same obli- 
gation to pay, only in small form, that the 
banks use in settling accounts among 
themselves. Any wage earner, merchant, 
grocer,’ or boarding house keeper shouid 
be glad to get such checks, for not a 
bank in Chicago can offer anything better. 
Not only will these checks have as secur- 
ity for their payment the bonds specially 
set aside for the purpose, but they will 
have also to secure them the resources of 
all the banks of Chicago. The checks 
create no new indebtedness of any bank, 
and, consequently, there is no expansion 
of any bank’s credit. Briefly outlined, the 
character of the checks is like this: 

Bank B owes to Bank A $100,000 in 
settlement of its balance with Bank A. 
Bank A, instead of taking’the clearing 
house certificate of Bank B for’ the 
amount named, leaves such certificate 
with the manager of the clearing house 
and takes instead $100,000 of clearing 
house checks of the denominations of $2, 
$5, and $10 each. These checks may 
then be used by the bank in furnishing 
its customers with what may be called 
small bills or currency. It is merely a 
case of Bank A accepting in little checks 
the amount of the big clearing house cer- 
tificate due it from Bank B. When the 
little checks are presented to Bank B they

‘saloon julep may not be devoid of char- 
acteristic merits it is in no way compara- 
ble with the beverage prepared by artis- 
tic home talent, the result of the labor of 
love and retrospective sentiment. 

So it is idle to reflect tearfully on any 
possible misfortune that may accrue t) 
the old fashioned gentleman from the 
‘wave of prohibition. He will be as undis- 
turbed and serene in his house in Ken- 
tucky as in Maine or Vermont or Kansas. 
The path from the mint bed to the side- 
board will be as straight and oft traveled 
as in the days gone by—possibiy a little 
more frequently traveled. Southern hos- 
pitality will not lag and “ household 
necessity” will not be ignored. Saloons 
may totter and bars may fall, but mint 
will ‘be assiduously cultivated and the 
domestic rights of the southern gentle- 
man will be zealously guarded. The 
esthetic julep will continue to establish 
the cordial social relations in the south- 
ern home, regardiess of the panie and 
upheaval in the world outside. 


SOCIOLOGY AND SERVANTS. 

Prof. Patten of the University of Penn- 
sylyania has grappled with the problem 
of the servant girl and arrives at the re- 
suit that no persons should have servants 
who do not enjoy incomes ranging from 
$5,000 to $10,000 a year. He thinks that 
people whose incomes range below the 
above figures have no right to imitate the 
wealthy, and that wives should be at all 
times ready to attend to the business of 
the kitchen, the affairs of the sitting room, 
parlor, and chambers, sweep down tha 
steps, and answer the doorbell. In other 
words, women in the enjoyment of small 
incomes must work and must not expect 
to. hire others to do their work while they 
go down shopping, or attend their clubs, 
read the last new novel, or‘gossip with 
their neighbors. 

Prof. Patten’s solution of the problem 
may be a triymph for sociology, in which 
he is an expert, but as a practical sélu- 
tion of an everyday domestic question it 
will prove of no value. He seems to have 
based it upon’ the sociological assumption 
that if there were no servants there would 
be no servant girl question, which is about 
as practical as it would be to say that 
if there were no apples there would be no 
apple trees. Opposed to his iridescent 
theory is the hard fact that women will 
not work if they are not compelled to, and 
that so long as there are servants they 
will hire them, even though their in- 
comes are small, and make the two ends 
meet by economizing in other directions. 

There was a time when the woman 
who does her own work was quite com- 
mon, but in the evolution of the sex that 
class of women has grown “small bg 
degrees and beautifully less,” and, unless 
the servant class shall emancipate itself 
from housework the woman who does her 
own work, except among the very poor, 
will soon be a rarity. So long, however, as 
there are servants to be had no woman 
who is not forced to. do so will voluntarily 
work. Nor should she. Man musi atill 
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MPEROR WILLIAM’S personal-mag- 
netism is great. Even his most sav- 
age critics and bitter foes are com-

England for a stay of some two or three 
weeks is, save for any untoward incident, 
calculated to accomplish more than nego- 
tiations of statesmen and diplomats towards 
removing that animosity between Germany 
and Great Britain which is one of the most 
serious menaces to the peace of Europe. It 
is an animosity for which the newspapers of 
both countries are largely responsible; and 
whereas the German press has abstained from 
any personal attacks upon Edward VII. and 
the English royal family, contenting itself 
with assailing the king’s government, the 
English newspapers have distingyished 
themselves by the unreasoning virulence of 
their language concerning Emperor William. 
No monarch in christendom has been more 
persistently ridiculed and vilified. Scarcely 
a single issue of any comic journal, from 
Punch down to the lowest gutter sheet, but 
what contained some caricature or lampoon 
of the kaiser, while the daily and weekly 
newspapers contrived to put an uncompli- 
mentary construction upon his every act and 
every utterance. : 

This is all the more unfair since Engiand 
has no better friend in Germany, than Wili- 
jam Il., who was the favorite grandson of 
the late Queen Victoria. The one fault which 
the German statesmen and the German peo- 
ple have to find with him,is that he is too 
pronounced in his British sympathies and 
.English ideas. Lord Lonsdale, a patriotic 
and typical Briton if ever there was one, to 
whom everything foreign is anathema, and 
who is perhaps the most insular legislator, 
hereditary or elected, in parliament, has fre- 
quently borne tribute to this, and has like- 
wise called attention to the notorious fact 
that during the war in South Africa, and 
particularly during the early stages thercot, 
the kaisér almost alone in Germany pro- 
claimed his sympathy with the English, pre- 
vented any action by the princes and people 
of his empire in favor of the Boers, and like- 
wise frustrated the attempted organization 
of a coalition against Englandsto intervene 
diplomatically, and perhaps otherwise, in 
the struggle, and to take advantage of her 
momentary difficulties to exact humiliating 
concessions. William showed himself a true 
friend of the British empiré in those days, 
and the persistent silence of the English 
press about the matter can only be construed 
as due to il] will and ingratitude rather than 
to mere forgetfulness.

The most important:feature of the em- 
peror’s visit will be his progress through the 
streets of the British metropolis to lunch 
with the lord mayor and the corporation of 
the ancient city of London at the Guildhall. 
The thoroughfares through which he will 
pass will be lined with dense crowds assem- 
bled from all parts of the capital that can 
boast of a population of 7,000,000 inhabitants. 
‘Leaving aside the risk of outrage,on the 
part of foreign anarchists, who have long 
had William on the most somber page of 
their black books, no one can tell beforehand 
what the attitude of a London crowd will be 
towards a distinguished foreign visitor. It 
is possible that the crowd may be won, as so 
many other people have been won, by the 
gallant bearing of the kaiser, by his fascinat- 
ing manner, by the manifest sincerity of his 
cordiality, and by the presence of his gra- 
cious consort by his side, and if his welcome 
is marked by a display of popular enthusi- 
asm it will go far to strengthen the bonds of 
friendship between the two empires and to 
inaugurate a happier era in Anglo-German 
relations, 

It is possible, on the other hand, that the 
people lining the streets, their minds poisoned 
for years past by the daily attacks upon him 
in their newspapers, may display a chilling 
reserve, nay, may even induige in hostile 
manifestations, which, of course, the Ger-

NOT A POLITICAL ISSUE. 

A study of the result of last Tuesday’s 
election compared with the strength of 
the prohibition party ag shown by its 
vote for president in 1904 brings out im- 
pressively the fact that prohibition is a 
moral or economic question and not 4 
political one. In the regions where the 
prohibition sentiment is strongest the pro- 
hibition vote is insignificant. 

The six states, North Carolina, Sodth 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, and 
Mississippi, are almost entirely closed to 
the liquor traffic. Yet these states gave 
the prohibition ticket only one-fourth of 
1 per cent of the votes cast in 1904, 1,668 
out of a total of 600,392. The states of 
Delaware and Kentucky, in which the 
anti-liquor forces won sweeping victories 
on Tuesday, cast in 1904 7,216 prohibi- 
tion votes out of a total of 479,621, or 1% 
per cent. Thirteen counties in Illinois 
which went dry on Tuesday cast in 1904 
2,804 votes out of a total of 49,462, or 
54% per cent. In Pennsylvania, which ie 
the only state east of the Rocky moun. 
tains in which there are no prohibition dis- 
tricts, in 1898 the prohibitionists casc 125,- 
746 votes, 13 per cent of the whole aum- 
ber. In 1904 Pennsylvania cast nearly 
twice as many prohibition votes as the 
thirteen southern states combined. In 
other words, the larger the prohibition 


The sooner it is recognized that prohibi- 
tion is not a political issue but a purely 
local question which each community 
should decide for itself according to its 
ideas of morality or economics or per- 
sonal liberty the better, for then the ex- 
cellent persons who throw away their 
votes at every election by supporting pro- 
hibition candidates will be free to help 
decide other questions which come. before 
the voters and on which they ought to 
have an opinion.

Baroness Vaughan has just given birth to 
another boy, at the chateau of Lormoy, in 
the department of the Seine-et-Oise, some 
twelve miles from Paris, and which King 
Leopold rented about three months ago from 
the American widow of the sugar refiner, 
Henri Say. Dr.Paul Bar, the eminent French 
gynecologist, was in attendance upon the 
baroness, having been fetched from Paris in 
hot haste in one of King Leopold’s automo- 
miles adorned with his royal cipher. So 
great was the speed of the royal chauffeur 
in bringing the physician that he ran the 
motor right into a herd of cattle that was 
wandering home along the high road, serious- 
ly injuring the herdsman, and almost wreck- 
ing the machine, The birth of the boy was 
followed a few hours afterwards by the 
christening (ondolement), for which purpose 
the rector of Longpont, to whose parish the 
chateau of Lormoy belongs, was summoned 
by the king. 

The presence of the priest on that and other 
occasions at the ch&teau, as well as the fact 
that Leopold attends mass at the church of 
Longpont every Sunday, occupying the spe- 
cial seats reserved for the proprietors of the 
ch&teau of Lormoy, tends to confirm the per- 
sistent rumor according to which Leopold 
is privately married to the Baroness 
Vaughan. The rector is a most worthy and 
justly respected old man, and it is difficult 
to believe that he would countenance the 
occupants of the ch&teau if the relations be- 
tween them were unlawful, or that he would 
express himself so highly about the goodness 
and philanthropy of his royal parishioner. 

This is the second boy borne by the Baron- 
eas Vaughan to the king, and his birth nat- 
urally serves to revive the persistent stories 
according to which Leopold has arranged to 
bequeath not only his interests in the Congo 
Free State but even his sovereignty thereof 
to his eldest boy by the baroness. It must 
be borne in mind thet there is nothing in the 
Belgian or French code which recognizes 
any differences between morganatic and full 
fiedged marriages. If Leopold has married 
the bearoness secretly she is his lawful wife 
and would in that cage be queen of Belgium 
were it not for the Belgian statute which re- 
ey tale pe nam: Sead Beeh ior agaganme The 
matrimonial alliances contracted by members 
of the royal family. .

PROVE TALE AGAINST HEROES; 
CONFEDERATES CHALLENGED. 


Col. James Stuart Defends the Reputa- 
tions of Gens. Grant and Thomas and 
Admiral Farragut. 


Col. James B. Stuart, past vice commander 
of the department of Illinois, G. A. R., issued 
a challenge last night to the Louisiana His- 
torical association to produce the letters al- 
leged to be in its possession in which Gen. 
U. S. Grant, Gen. George H. Thomas, and 
Admiral Farragut at one time offered their 
services to Jefferson Davis in the confederate 
army. 

The challenge follows the statement made 
in Baltimore, Md., on Saturday by Capt. A. 
L. De Rosset of Wilmington, N. C. Capt. 
De Rosset, through the medium of the Con- 
federate Veteran, tiie official organ of the 
confederate societies, said the historical as- 
sociation had in its museum original copies 
of letters which these three distinguished 
union officers wrote to Davis. Gen. Grant is 
said to have written to Davis applying for a 
commission Jan. 18, 1861. 

“The loyal and patriotic people of this 
great couhtry of ours,” said Commander 
Stuart in his challenge, ** have been advised 
that three of the most distinguished heroes 
in the suppression of the rebelilon—Gen. 
Grant, Gen. Thomas, and Admiral Farragut 
—would at onetime have dignified Jeff Davis’ 
rebellion by serving under him. 

‘*We are told authentic letters of these 
patriots offering their services are im the 
possession of the Louisiana Historical as- 
sociation. 

‘* Forty-six years agg these three men 
would as soon have fought with Jeff Davis 
to overthrow the union as Father Abraham 
would have gone over to Davig In the dark 
days of the great rebellion. 

* I challenge the production by the Louisi- 
ana Historical association, by any society or 
individual, of any authentic letter written by 
either of these three men at any time whicb 
contains one word or phrase from which the 
inference could be drawn they were willing 
at any time to aid or assist the cause of the 
rebellion.”

Boston, Mass., Nov. 10.—{Special.]—The 
statement of President Eliot of Harvard that 
higher education ought to fit women for the 
single occupation of bearing and educating 
children today- brought ferth an indignant 
reply from Miss Alice Stone Blackwell. Miss 
Blackwell said: 

“Tf President Lilot is correctly reported as 
saying that higher education ought to fit 
woman for the single occupation of bearing 
and rearing children, his definition was cer- 
tainly too narrow.’ 

Miss Blackwell denied that es obligation of 
motherhood entirely excludes opportunity for 
active work outside of the home. 

‘‘ My mother,” she said, “‘ was the first Mas- 
sachusetts woman to take a collegiate degree, 

She graduated at Oberlin in 1847. She was 
the best of mothers, but she wae also a 
leader of reform and was active in many 
good works. Her education not only enabled 
her to be a more competent mother but to be 
a more valuable citizen in other lines be- 


sides. 
“YT think woman should receive a good, all 


round education, such as makes a broac 
minded and well balanced human being, fit 
to be a good mother if the blessing of 
motherhood should come to her, and fit 
to be efficient in some other line of 
usefulness if she does not marry, or in addi- 
tion to her work as mother, in case she has 
energy to spare. A great deal of the phil- 
anthropic work of Boston today is done by

Bookmakers, Trainers, and Jockeys to 
Be Under the Ban. 


New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.]—The Metro- 
politan racing seagon will wind up next Fri- 
day at Aqueduct. When the last race has 
been run that day there will be a rush to 
board the famous Cavanaugh special for 
Bennings over the Pennsylvania railroad 
Regulars are all going to Washington and 
many, after that meeting ends on Nov. 30, 
will proceed to New Orleans, Hot Springs, 
Los Angeles, or Oakland, where there will 
be racing all winter. 

With the passing of the present campaign 
the racing public will have little regret, for 
it has been disastrous from a speculative 
standpoint for hundreds of the regular 
patrons. But there is a grain of comfort 
in the fact that the Jockey club at last has 
become alive to the situation and has re 
sorted to rigorous methods with the idea of 
ridding the sport of many hitherto objec- 
tionable features. 

The elimination of Bookmaker George 
Boles will be followed, it is understood, by 
the disappearance from the betting ring of 
several other noted layers of prices whose 
cases now are under investigation, while 
several trainers and jockeys will be practi- 
cally ruled off when they find it impossible to 
secure new licenses next spring. One of these 
jockeys has.been under suspicion for a long time. 
He was warned away from a Canadian track last 
spring and a recommendation sent to the Jockey 
club to rescind his Kicemse. But the boy hag been 
riding here ever since, his handling of favorites 
having caused no end of ugly talk. It was only 
last week this jockey’s employer became con- 
vinced the boy was under evil influences. A par- 
ticularly bad ride brought the matter to a head. 
The turfman declared he could not ride for him 
again and that he would use his influence to have 
his licenge withheld next spring. 

One of the operators mixed up in a scandal at 
Saratoga got the tip the other-day that it would 
be well for him to remain away from the traték in 
the future. He has been spending his afternoons 
since then playing bridge whist in the city. An- 
other plunger of world wide reputation, it is un- 
derstood, got the word to take his stable west as 
quietly as possible, as his operations here were 
not relished by the turf authorities. This oper- 
ator, when not superintending the saddiling of his 
horses in the paddock, was in the habft of stand- 
ing behind a big bookmaker in the ring, where 
he indulged in betting transactions that were 
pronounced questionable by many good judges. 

While the Jockey club officials and Pinkertons 
will not say one word about these matters, close 
observers have pointed out that by degrees the 
turf governors, with no flourish of trumpets, are 
doing effective work here and there, all of which 
means that racing in New York, state next year 
will be healthier than ever before.

MAY TRY TO BREAK LEASE: 


See" Huge Profit in Presden Dam Deal, 
So Will Take Action, 


The investigation into the doings of the I!- 
linois and Michigan canal commission 
threatens “to take the center of the political 
stage this week. It waa promised yesterday 
that not only would the special committee 
of the legislature, which is to meet at the 
Great Northern hotel tomorrow, go into the 
lease the commission made to the Economy 
Power and Light company, under which it 
is now building the Dresden dam in the 
Desplaines river, but was likely to inquire 
into all the acts of the commission for many 
years. 

“It might be argued,” said one member 
of the committee, ‘‘ that technically we can 
only look into the water power leases the 
commission hag made from time to time, 
but when the commissioners are once be- 
fore us they cannot well refuse to answer 
other questions without raising the pre- 
sumption there are matters they want to’ 


conceal.”’ 
“Law Unto Itself.” 

The management of the “tadpole ditch ”’ 
never has been really investigated. For 
years the commission has been a law 
unto itself. Occasionally a newspaper would 
dig down and pull up some piece of informa- 
tion which the commissioners hated to see 
in print, but the state has never made a real 
inquiry into their acts. It is:the idea of the 
committee that a thorough one would make 
some interesting reading. 

For a long time the canal has been an an- 
nual expense to the state. The legislature 
has had to make regular appropriations to 
meet deficits. Yet there have been many 
stories about valuable dock land getting, 
away from the state, of water power rights 
leased for but a fraction of their value, and 
of perhaps careless management of a prop- 
erty which in private hands would be valued 
at millions. 

The legislative cemmittee is made up of 
Representative Flannhigan of St. Clair coun- 
ty, chairman, and Representatives Gillespie 
of Carroll, Hearn of Adams. and Churchand 
Egan of Cook. 

Huge Profit in Sight. 

The Dresden dam threatens to make almost 
impossible the desired deep waterway im- 
provement, it is said. This lease is for twen- 
ty years with an option for a twenty year 
extension, and the rental tht company agrees 
to pay the state is $2,700. The company fig- 
ures it can develop 18,0W horse power, which 
at $25 a horse power a year would represent 
a capitalization of from $6,000,000 to 
$8,000,000. 

The cost of the dam is estimated at about 
$2,000,000, which would mean an annual in- 
come on this outlay of a little over 20 per cent. 
By virtue of this lease, if the company is not 
interfered with, it can pay for its improve- 
ment in less than five years and enjoy a 
clear income of approximately $425,000 a 
year for thirty-five years on no investment 
at all. ‘

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BEARS IN WHEAT ARE | 


Last Week Gives Advantage to} We 
the Market Pessimists. 


TIGHT MONEY A _ FACTOR. 


Difficulty in Getting Funds for Imme- 
diate Use Hinders. 


Inclined toward bearishness the greater 
part of the period, last week’s wheat mar- 
ket, only moderately active at its best, kept 
its place on the toboggan. As in the week 
before, speculation suffered extremely from 
the {nadequacy of financial accommodations, 
and the unavailability of funds for immedi- 
ate use had a depressing effect on the cash 
business in general. it was apparent at in- 
tervals that there had been too lfberal use 
of the selling privilege, ‘The final session wit- 
neseed about the best support of the week, 
buying being of an extraordinarily good 
character and selling being much less press- 
ing. The week end quotations represented 
net losses of 2%c for December, whose dis- 
count on Saturday showed more than 10c 
under the May price; 2c for May, and \%c for 


July. 
Weakness Shown Abroad. 


Weakness generally was characteristic of 
the foreign markets, particularly after mid- 
week, the tightness of money making its in- 
fluence felt at Berlin, Liverpool, and sym- 
pathetically in other European markets. 
Steady advances of the Bank of England’s 
discount rate prompted more caution on the 
part of the foreigners, whose purchases of 
American wheat were not large in the aggre- 
gate. While traders as a whole are not exer- 
cised over primal conditions in this coun- 
try, knowing the full extent of the nation's 
prosperity and realizing that, although in 
quantity much less than those of last year, 
the crops In value are much more valuable, 
they cannot see their way clear to overin- 
dulge in the pleasures of speculation, how- 
ever attractive the opportunities may ap- 
pear. Banks in general are not wont to en- 
courage speculation, and it already is a 
matter of history how difficult it is to obtain 
funds, except for purely legitimate purposes. 
The stiffening of margin requirements has 
made the course of the average speculator 
rocky and crooked. The week witnessed 
much stop loss selling, margins being wiped 
out and the hokters being unwilling or un- 
able to meet the demands of the commission 
brokers. 


Foreign Crop News Mixed. 


Foreign crop news watoftwocolors. Rus- 
sia, Hungary, Roumania, and other parts of 
Europe complained of unfavorable condi- 
tions, advices concerning the situatign in 
India being of an alarming sort. It was re- 
ported that the state of affairs In India was 
worse than at any time since 1896. when 
famine flaunted itself over the country. 
While contradictory at times, messages on 
the situation in Argentina generally were 
favorable, some of them picturing the pros- 
pects of a bumper yield of wheat. The Ar- 
gentine crop is becoming more and more of 
a factor in the forming of values abroad, and 
some students of the market figure that re- 
cent uneasiness of European values can be 
traced at least part of the way to the report- 
ed fine prospects tn the South American 
country. 


/ 
Money Situation to Govern. 


‘Until money conditions become more favor- 
able to market operations the trade wil! not 
expect muca of a change except so far as 
values may become affected by the ability of 
ove side to combat under extraordinary con- 
ditions with that'of the other. “It is, of 
cecurse,’’ said a trader, “‘ mighty difficult to 
determine the true worth of wheat at this 
time. Speculation always is a factor in the 
shaping of values, and at this time every- 
thing is against speculation. There is no 
doubt im my mind that under ordinary cir- 
cumstances the declines such as we have had 
would not have resulted so easily if the banks 
were more willing to take care of the finan- 
cial end of the markets. Perhaps the clari-

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LOCAL TRADE SHOWING GOOD. 


Despite Unfavorable Factors Tending to 
Curtail Buying, Wholesale Distribu- 
tion Is Not Materially Decreased.

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Taking into consideration the unfavorable 
factors which have tended to curtail buying 
in some departments, with a corresponding 
decrease in production, the wholesale dis- 
tribution of commodities did not show any 
material falling off last week. Retall trade 
in the main kept up at a normal pace, and 
buyers of general merchandise showed no 
marked disposition to retrench. 

Cotton fabrics were weak, and some classes 
of goods suffered moderate cuts, but prices 
for this class of material prior to the recent 
slump were abnormally high, and a read- 
justment of values was inevitable. For 
practically all kinds of dry goods the out- 
look {ts for a lower tendency. 

Breadstuffs were generally lower than the 
previous week, the export and domestic de- 
mand falling off sharply owing to inability to 
finance operations, but at the close of the 
week foreign exchange was easier to sell and 
there was a more cheerful sentiment. 

The production of iron and steel developed 
a tendency to contract. The output of the 
steel corporation did not show as much de- 
crease as outside concerns, but the lessened 
volume of manufacture was noticeable. Tin 
was the weakest of the metals, the output of 
the leading manufacturing concern being 
only about 40 per cent of normal. 

Copper was steady at a level about 2c 
above the recent low price. There was a good 
sized reduction in domestic stocks, owing to 
the heavy exports. The coal trade was re- 
ported to be in fairly satisfactory shape. 

Lumber prices were easier in tendency, and 
the demand was not large, some of the largest 
buyers being out of the markets. 

Collections, as was expected, were slow in 
some instances, but there was no general 
complaint on this score.

Corn Report Is Bearish. 


The government's statement on corn crop 
conditions was a feature of the maize market 
last week. In view of the rapid fire of un- 
favorable husking returns from many im- 
portant sections of the belt, complaints of 
poor quality, etc., the Washington report 
Was a distinct surprise and a disappointment 
to the bulls. It had been confidently ex- 
pected in some circles that the report would 
indicate a shorter yield than that suggested 
by the October report, but, on the contrary, 
the figures indicated an increase of 36,000,000 
bu, the total being fixed at 2,544,000,000 bu. 
The 1906 yield, *“‘ bumper” in proportions, 
was approximately 2,927,000,000 bu. Week 
end quotations showed net losses of 2%c for 
December, 3%@3%c for May, and 2%c for 
July. 

The financial situation had a restricting 
influence on the movement to and from the 
leading markets. Arrivals here were light, 
farmers not being willing to ship freely at 
prevailing prices, and handlers in general 
being handicapped by the tightness of money. 
The east practically was on the waitifig list 
all the week, buying only what it had to have 
for immediate use. Bulls believe that, not- 
withstanding the November showing, final 
results will be favorable to stiffer values all 
over the list. They figure that recent un- 
usual developments have @iscounted many 
bearish features, real and prospective, and 
that once the financial horizon clears the 
belleve® in higher prices will derive benefit 
from an oversold market and more general 
endeavor to keep values up. 


Trade in Oats Light. 

Compared to the trade in other grainsAhe 
business on the oats market was at low ebb 
throughout the week. Naturally the market 
reflected more or less the unfavorable finan- 
cial situation and the weakness that under- 
lay the more important cereals. Week end 
quotations represented net losses of 2%c for 
December, 24%@\c for May, and 2\c for July. 
Speculative activity wae painfully light 
throughout, and the movement of grain to 
and from was small, unquestionably being iIn- 
fluenced largely by the “money conditions. 
Stocks in all directions are too light to permit 
of much of a run on them, and there is little 
In the current movement to suggest the im- 
mediate prospect of a building up of them. 
The east, duplicating its action in corn, has 
stood aloof, although men close to the gen- 
erab situation figure that that section is in 
dire need of the actual grain at the moment. 


Provisions Are Hit Hard. 

Provisions last week were subjected tothe 
muscle and money of some of the leading 
packing interests, and as a result of this 
force, with the natural dampening influence 
of tight money, prices sagged to sharply low- 
er levels. J. Ogden Armour early in the period 
expressed belief that 4c hogs were not a 
far off probability, and selling for his account 
and for that of men swerved by the big fel- 
lows took the bottom out of the market. The 
western run of hogs was moderately liberal, 
although the sharp declines at the yards had 
the effect of tightening the offerings of the 
farmers, who, according to numerous ad- 
vices, are not disposed to think as Mr. Ar- 
mour thinks regarding the value of hogs. 
Late in the week there was excellent buying 
of provisions by interests that believe the 
packers’ contention has been discounted or 
that it has not been fully founded by legit- 
imate conditions.
